|The Doctor Bus”, and now low- 
income Glades families have easier 
access to health care. 

The $154,000 medical unit 
takes the place of a similar but old- 
er unit that was once only available 
to Glades residents twice a week

The public health unit con- 
tributed $34,000 for the medical 
unit and the Glades Community 
Development Corporation con- 
tributed the remaining $120,000 
which was received through dona- 
tions. According to Executive 
Director of GCDC Tony McCray, 
“These people (Glades-area resi- 
dents) haven't been getting health 
care and we want to make sure 
they do"

HIV. Manning the unit will be staff 
provided by the Palm Beach Coun- 
ty Public Health Unit. 

The medical unit is equipped 
with a built-in microwave, disc 
player, and two refrigerators, one 
which will hold blood samples of 
patients. The unit also features a 
hydraulic lift for residents who 
can't get up the steps for some rea- 


son. 

‘The unit will be located at vari- 
ous locations throughout the 
Glades and hours of operation are 
Monday and Tuesday from 8 am. 
untjl 5 p.m., and Wednesday and 
Thursday from 10 атп. until 7 pim. 

“It took a lot of initiative for this 
organization (GCDC) to spend

Question: For what purpos- 
es can I use a VA-guaranteed 
loan? 

Answer: Veterans can get a 
VA-guaranteed loan to buy а 
home, including a townhouse or 
a condominium unit; build a 
home; repair, alter or improve a 
home; гейпайсе an existing 
home loan; buy a manufactured 
home with or without a lot; buy 
and improve a manufactured 
home lot ori which to place a 
unit owned and occupied by the 
veteran;.improve a home 
through installation of soalr 
heating or cooling system or 
other energy conserving mea- 
sures; and, refigance a manufa- 
tured home loan to acquire а 
< lot. 

Question: What is the cur- 
rent interest tate on VA-guar- 
anteed home loans? 

Answer: VA stopped admin- 
sitering the interest rate on VA- 
guaranteed loans in late 1992 
when legislation was passed 
that permitted veterans to 
negotiate the rate with lenders. 
Veterans also can negotiate the 
number of discount points the 
lender charges and whether the 
veteran or seller will pay, them.

Answer: VA makes disabili- 
ty based on а presumption that 
veterans who served in 
Vietnam were exposed to 
Agent Orange and other herbi- 
cides. The conditions VA recog- 
nizes on this basis are soft-tis- 
sue sarcoma, non-Hodgkin’s 
lymphoma, chloracne, 
Hodgkin’s disease, porphyria 
cutanea tarda (PCT), multiple 
myeloma (a cancer involving 
the bone marrow) and respira- 
tory cancers (lung, bronchus, 
larynx and trachea).
